Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 14, 16-19, 21-25 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent claims 
14 and 21, each when considered as a whole, are allowable over the prior art of record. 
Specifically, the prior art of record fails to clearly teach or fairly suggest the jukebox 
system of claim 14 having a user interface for displaying graphical items representing 
album covers of any additional album covers of the same artist as the selected album 
cover for which song exist on the local computer memory. Method claim 21 similarly 
recites the steps corresponding to component of system claim 14, thus is also allowable.
